C o m p o s t .— A great desl has been writ- 
ten, and much hag been said, on the advaii- 
lages of compost, or mixture, contrived 
with a view to the amelioration of the soil. 
The receipts for these composts are very 
numerous; they prove that the discovery 
of a compost is an easy atafter, and re­ 
quires but a small amount of ingenuity.— 
To unite different matter in such a way as 
to obtain a compound that shall act advan­ 
tageously, it is only necessary to make it 
ap of substances winch of themselves and 
isolitedly are good manures. 
But that it 
tv impossible to supply the 
scarcity of 
manure, to create it in some sort by means 
of compost, is a subject of dispute. 
In 
fact, when we look 
attentively at 
the 
numerous 
mixtures 
which 
have 
been 
indicated aa leading to thia end, we always 
perceive that the proposal amounts to an 
extension or dilution of 
some powerful 
manure with a substance that is either 
inert or has little actirity. 
T his mode of 
proceeding tony have its advsutagen; it 
enables us to make a more equal distribu­ 
tion of the manure we have at our disposal, 
p«t it actually supplies us With none. 
I Earthy substances almost always figure 
In 
composts. 
Tnrf-ashes, 
wood-ashea. 
bari, and particularly lime, are constant 
obedient*. 
Marl may suit certain soils. 
'line is a substance of great activity, and 
rhich, for this reason roust be admitted 
into compost with caution ; it may act in 
Mw disintegration 
of 
woody parte—of 
^tot, and stems, and leaves;

It was in the spring of 1803.

and the difficulties which lie in the way 
are, I fear, insurmountable. 
All the roads, 
great and small, and even the

filled with Spanish troops, or what is worse, 
with marauding guerillas. 
I see no possi­ 
ble means of transmitting papers, and yet, 
my not doing so may ensure consequences 
fatal to France.* 
T he Russian ambassador put his segar 
in his mouth again, and fell into a tit of 
musing. 
Mural gazed in silence upon the 
ugly profile pictured on the wall by the 
light of a pair of tallow candles.

CAPTAIN S till KL BR IDT AND CORN PLATTEN. 


A L e o I V O Of TH S ALLKOHAKV B IV E R . 


Many of the wild legends of border strife 
and Indian barbarity that have been enact­ 
ed along the shores of the Alleghany aud 
Ohio have never been rescutd from the dim 
and fading remembrances af a past age. 
But occasionally a story of thrilling inter­ 
est is snatched from the lingering records 
of the red man. 
T he story I am about to relate I receiv­ 
ed from an old Indian pilot of the Allegha­ 
ny. 
it was many year* ago, when that 
stern old chief, Complainer, (whose re­ 
mains now repose in silence aud loneliness 
on the banks of that beauteous river lie 
loved so well,) wa* in his glory. 
His tribe 
roamed over the den*e and unbroken forest 
along its banks, fearless, unmolested, aud 
free. 


His people were hostile to the whites arid 
never lost an opportunity to lie in enihush 
and seize the lonely voyager as he descend­ 
ed the river, and consign him to the stake 
and the torture. 
But the watchful, shrew d 
and deadly foe of Comp!.inter and the 
whole ‘tawny race’ was the indomitable 


and fearless Captain Samuel Brady. 
T his 
veteran pioneer and Indian hunter was one 
of those noble specimens of the hardy for­ 
esters who plunged fearlessly into the in­ 
terminable forests that then overspread so 
large a portion of the Western States. 
Like Dame! Boone, Lewis Wetzel, Sim­ 
on Kenton, and others, who made Indian 
hunting a pastime, his deadly hate of the 
Indian, aud Ins burning passion for bunt­ 
ing diem down, amounted to a monomania. 
T his hatred was lr consequence of the 
wrongs they had inflicted upon his fami­ 
ly— his father, Captain John Brady, and 
his brother having fallen victims to the 
tomahawk and scalping knife. 
T he scene of die present story is at a place 
known to boatmen and raftsmen as ’Brady's 
Bend,’ aud where now the

It is a bend in the river of nine miles iii 
length, and is sometimes called ‘Nine mile 
Bend,’ aud is scarcely half a mile across 
the neck. 
Here in this bend, Complainer, 
returned from t ime successful inroads up­ 
on the white*, had secured several prison­ 
ers, by tying tli^tn to as many trees, while 


his swarthy and hideously-painted followers 
were busy i i i making preparations for the 
faggot and lite torture. 
T h e stake was erected and the faggot* 
prepared with all the coolness and refine­ 
ment of Indian barbarity. 
It was a beau­

T h e tall old forest has receded from be­ 
fore the advance of civilization, sud given 
place to farms,beautiful villas and bustling 
towns.

Indians, too, have passed 
away ; but a few, and they but miserable 
decaying yelics of what ti ay once were, 
are now occasionally seen, the descendants 
of the proud race dint once could call these 
hills, and groves, and rivers all their own.

Court passed sentence of banishment on 
them all, and required the master of the 
ship in which they came, to become hound 
with sureties to tho value of five hundred 
pounds to carry them all away, and caused 
them to be committed to prison until the 
ship should be ready to sail. 
At this lime there was, in Massachusetts, 
no special provisioi$>by law of the punish­ 
ment of Q u a k e rs; they were, however, 
brought within a former law of the colony 
against hereticks in general.

a penalty of one hundred pounds upon the

T. TVtAime MV. it ha* “ rcpeatv-Uy challenged the 
adeption the modem art of (rh ort-seeing. ^drit-rap- 
ping, table-lipping, and the Tike, to state a single 
new truth m.ich tln 'r pretended revelstiona have 
added to the sum of human knowledge, hat as yet 
they have not l»een able to meet the proposal." 
It, 
however, acknowledge* that there is something a 
little ou> of the ordinary ruu in a communication 
published in the same paper, in which it is stated 
that the spHt* in the vicinity id' Athens, Ohio, have 
became so emboldened, as to form themselves into 
aband, tinder the lead of one of their number, named 
King, aud that when required to do so they will 
always perform for the entertainment of strangers, in 
a perfectly dark room. 
The spirits at these times 
also sing, if desired, and hold converse with any of 
the parties in an audible voice; and have even con­ 
descended to “ reconstruct portions of their physical 
bodies," and sometimes, that the audience may see 
distinctly, “ they wet their hands with a weak solu­ 
tion of phosphorus, prepared for that purpose and 
by their request," and the hands so reconstructed 
passed round, for examination (by the phospho­ 
r s illuMiiimtior) and “ ap; ar. d to be reorgan­ 
ised from the same clements that o r hand# ave," 
and but f<' theirs being cold and death like, they 
could not be distinguished from the hands of per­ 
sons living and in the form. 
Surely the Trilmne can find in this statement 
enough to gratify its desires; hut if it still craves 
blither information in regard to the erratic move­ 
ments of the spirits, we may as well state here, that 
we havo recently conversed with a medium who is in 
constant communication with the spirit of one whose 
period of existence date* back at least faurir** thou- 
m o i years, and possibly a hundred thousand. 
The 
precise locality w here he “ held out,” lias not ret 
been arrived at, but it was somewhere in the west 
of Asia or south of Africa.

He belonged to a race of men much larger 
than thoae of tho present day, and from his descrip­ 
tion they must have weighed at least three hundred 
pounds, and lived one hundred and fifty years : the 
subject died at about twenty.five, having been cut 
off in his youth. 
HU countrymen enjoyed a perfect 
dole* fa r nim tt, according to his account, strolling 
about the fields, sleeping under the trees, Ac.

now it appears that after this long lapse of time he 
has recovered the use of his faculties, with the addi­ 
tion of such accomplishments as speaking and writ­ 
ing English fluently. 
Such an one must certainly meet the wants of the 
Tribune, and perhaps that skeptical sheet will yet 
have an opportunity of learning more of this visi­ 
tant, aa the huge pile of manuscript, prepared by

himse lf to their interest, or to the public good.

A strong case containing powder is sunk 
in the grotto!, and to it is attached a thin 
tube of tin or lead, several feet in length ; 
in the upper end of the tube there is a thin 
glass tube containing acid. 
Tin* portion 
o f th e tube is ju*t fail! above the earth,' 
where it can be readily hid by a few blades 
of -r ins or a stone. 
If a person steps on 
it he bends tile tin tube, and breaks the 
glass tube inside. 
T h e acid immediately 
escapes aud runs down the tin tube till it 
arrives close to its insertion into the case, 
and there meets a few grains ofchlorate of 
potash. 
Combustion instantly takes place, 
the mine explodes, anil not only destroys 
everything near it, but throws out a quantity 
of bitumen, w ith which it is coated, in a 
state of jguitioii, so as to burn whatever it 
rests o b . 
Later in the day I very nearly 
had a practical experience of the working 
of these mines, for an English sentry, who 
loudly warned me off, did not indicate the 
exact direction till he found he was in dan­ 
ger of my firing it, when he became very 
communicative on the subject.

Tapt. Salisbury was the son of William Salisbury, 
ol M atren, one of the heroe*of the revolution, lie 
was al Ute battle of Monmouth, wa* brave a* he wa* 
honest, and, aftei the tctuiiuauoti of the war. wa* 
d .charged with appropriate honor* by Gen. Wash­ 
ington. 
Piurious to 1782 Tapt. Salisbury sailed out of 
Newport iii a whaling vesad Sui.I in Warreu by 
t 'romweil ( I.ild, and commanded by a Capt Slief- 
fiu.d. 
This re*.-el proceeded to Fiance aud sailed 
under French color*, in order to secure the large 
inanity offered by the French government. 
From 
Fiance be made several whaling voyages, and it wa* 
during the last ot them, while they bad been absent 
from France two years, they beard while cruising in 
the Indian Ocean of th* breaking out of the war 
between Fiance aud England. 
Thi# caused Capt. 
Sheffield to haul down the French and up with the 
Amel ican colors, for obviou* reasons 
Tin* voyage 
ended hi* whaling life. 
Be is after this found soiling out of Baltimore. 
between the years 1795 aud 1800, a* master of a 
biig; and while in command of this ves*el, and 
during a voyage to EuropF, the difference# with 
France causing the armed neutrality, were becoming 
serious, «o much so that, in hi* opinion, he deemed 
it prudent lo arm hi* little vessel, 
lie did *o with 
'20 guns, and took all other necessary precaution to 
defend the iive* and property under ins command. 
He arrived home safe, meeting with no difficultiea. 
His owners wert*, however, much displeased with 
Ute course he look in arming ilia veoael. 
I lie-e precautionary measures, although unneces­ 
sary as it afterwaids appeared, we can excuse, when 
we reflect that the sources of correct information ss 
to the extent of tile threatened danger—and what 
me ma it would tie hest to adopt to avert it—were 
not such a# we now enjoy. 
Tnia act should be ap­ 
plauded rather than deprecated. 
On leaving Baltimore he returned to Warren, and 
we can gather nothing of his movement# till at nome 
time during the la#t war with England, when he wa* 
appointed Prize Master of the privateer “ Yankee." 
During hi# cruise in thi# vessel, #he took a small 
English brig called tile *' Alder,” bound from Eng­ 
land to the coast of Africa on a trading voyage — 
Capt Salisbury wa* placed on board of her. and 
assuming the name of her former master, sailed for 
Gaboon River, where he traded off such of her cargo 
aa he could. 
With a cargo of copper dross, gum copal and old 
iron, he sailed from the coast of Africa bemud to 
Warren. 
He run through the English fleet, which 
cltaaed him hard, in the Vineyard Hound, but, weath­ 
ering them all, arrived safely at Warren, which com- 
! pities about all we ean gather of Iii* nautical life. 
About twenty yeara since he carne to anchor, to 
preserve his decaying timbers as long as possible, 
having plenty of time to refit hit rigging, repair his 
sails, overhaul his log-book of life, correct hi# reck­ 
oning, and shape his course for that haven where 
he will ride out the gale# of eternity, having au 
anchor sure and Headfast. — R. I. Telegraph.
